In response to the Restriction Requirement dated April 16. 2003, Applicants hereby 
elect, with traverse, Group I (claims 1-15) drawn to a nucleic acid and SEQ ID NO:751 (255 
nt Rattus sp. DNA). 

Applicants submit that the claims, in particular the claims of Groups I-V, relate to 
nucleic acids that are differentially expressed in tumor cells relative to normal cells. Thus, a 
search of these claims would be co-extensive, and would not represent a serious search 
burden for the patent office. Absent a serious burden of examination, restriction is not 
proper. See M.P.E.P. §803. Thus, the requirement should be withdrawn.
